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WILL INFLATION FOLLOW 
LIFTING OF PRICE CEILINGS? 


The Wartime Prices and Trade Board has announced | 


a large list of items that have been removed from price 


ceilings, effective immediately, including foodstuffs, auto- | 


mobiles, machinery, dairy products, ete. However, many 
items are still subject to control, and a list of these was 
published in last week’s issue of “The Pioneer.” 

The lifting or modifying of price controls has already 
raused a rise in price of many articles, and others are 
expected to increase now that controls have been lifted. 

Sugar has already advanced one cent a pound to 9 
cents, and the price of gasoline has risen 1!. cents for 
ethyl and 21. cents for leaded fuel. 

The price of coal is expected to advance about $1.25 
per ton although no definite announcement to this effect 


has vet been made. 


With the lifting of controls the average citizen can 
expect an increase in the cost of living and it is now ap- 
parent that we are to experience a mild form of inflation 
Which may reach staggering proportions if the buying 
public continues to pay exhorbitant prices for unneces- 
sary as Well as urgent requirements.

Warble Fly Treatment 


‘Urged By H. McPhail 


Mr. Hugh McPhail, district agri- 
culturist for Olds, is promoting a 
campaign to eradicate warble flies. 
He hopes in time to have all cattle 
within the municipality of Moun- 
| tain View treated twice during the 
| spring which he believes will even- 
| tually eradicate this pest. Mr. Me- 
| Phail said recently he believed 
farmers lost from $3 to $5 a year 
for every animal untreated for 
warbles. 


Mr. McPhail said at a recent 
meeting at Mountain View Hall, 
east of Didsbury, that there are 
now eight powers sprayers within 
this municipality for the treatment 
,of warbles. These are located an 
Madden. Carstairs, Didsbury and 
Olds. The machines are mounted 
,on a small truck and go from farm 
to farm: there is a helper and an 
|; assistant. At present most of these 
machines have been purchased on 
a community co-operative basis, 
though two are privately owned. 
with the owners doing custom 
| treatment for his neighbors 


It is found that one machine can 
| handle 3000 cattle in a year and 
that here in this district, an area 
similar to a township, scems to be 
| suitable for one machine. All farm- 
ers were asked to co-operate and 
where the livestock population was 
too small to warrant the purchase 
of a power sprayer they were ad- 
vised to treat cattle by hand.

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Cleaning eggs is nota substitute | 
for clean eggs. No type of clean- 
ing can do a satisfactory job on 
stained or very dirty eggs. Any 
type of cleaning removes to some 
extent the protective coating of the 
shell and hastens deterioration of 
quality. The surface of an egg is 
lightly moist when it is laid. Clean 
nest material is the only way to 
prevent staining. 

In the laying house no dirty lit- 
ter should be allowed, and fre- 
quent collection of eggs avoids dirt 
caused by birds walking over or 
soiling other eggs already in the 
nest. The point is to keep eggs 
clean and avoid the necessity and 
labor in cleaning them. Canada has 
attained a notable reputation on 
the British market for clean eggs.
